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SECTION I-“SO YOU WANT TO REMODEL” 

The Case for Remodeling. Home remodeling has been gaining steadily in importance 
for the past five years and is now a very important sector of the American economy. 
Homeowners everywhere are finding that investment of funds in home improvement and 
modernizing is one of the soundest investments that they can make. A remodeling job 
is not likely to wear out as time goes by as is true in the case of many expenditures. In 
fact, the well planned and executed remodeling project, using quality materials, usually 
will increase the value of the home by more than the amount of the expenditure on the 
project. Therefore, remodeling helps to protect the long-term market value of the property. 

Remodeling Versus Buying a New Home. Perhaps you have a decision to make- 
w ™ to remodel or to buy a new home. Let’s take a typical example by comparing 
a $5,000 modernizing job added to an existing $15,000 home with the sale of a $15 000 
home and the purchase of a $20,000 home. 

In the case of selling a home and re-purchasing, there are a number of unproductive 
costs, such as Real Estate commission, moving costs, title policy, and Escrows. Also, there 
may be the cost of placing the loan on a $20,000 home, the prospect of a rise in taxes 
plus new drapes, carpets, furniture, and so forth. Of course, there is the inconvenience of 
new churches, schools, banks, post office affiliation, a new neighborhood, making new 
friends, and usually a longer drive to work. 

In the case of modernizing an existing home with $5,000 worth of improvements there 
are no unproductive costs involved. The contingent costs are only the costs of financing 
improvements plus a slight rise in taxes. You are only inconvenienced temporarily during 
the remodeling job. 

In most cases, it is necessary to look beyond your own home and to give some thought 
to the general price range of the homes in your neighborhood. If the remodeling project 
you contemplate is so expensive that it would bring your total investment in the home 
far above the price of most of the other property in the neighborhood, it might be wise 
to scale down your plans. 

Keep in mind that some improvements tend to add more value to a home than the 
cost of the project. And other types of improvements, those made to accommodate 
unusual taste or unique family circumstances, may be almost meaningless when the 
time comes to sell the house. For example, the addition of a third bedroom to a two- 
bedroom house is the type of remodeling that can add substantial value. But, the addi¬ 
tion of a sixth bedroom to a five bedroom house might make very little difference in 
value. Therefore, it is smart business to be assured that any design or plan which you 
create will enhance the saleability of the property if incorporated. Remodeling projects 
which follow highly individualized personal taste can, in many instances, detract from 
the value of property instead of adding to it. Remodeling in many cases is the answer to 
your space, growth, and pleasure needs.

SECTION II—GETTING STARTED 

Assemble Your Facts. Now that you have decided to go ahead with your remodeling 
project, the first job is to assemble the facts: 

1. Get the dimensions down carefully regarding the changes you wish to make in exist¬ 
ing property, or creation of new space. 

2. Decide where you wish the doors and windows, decide what built-ins you want, and 
generally what you wish on the walls, ceilings and floors in the way of materials. 
Make note of any special lighting effects you desire. 

3. If you have been clipping ads on products you wish to use, or special effects you 
wish to achieve in the area plan assemble these in a folder with the above listed 
items of information. 

It is a good idea at this point to check with your city or county offices of the building 
inspector to be aware of any restrictive covenants, building codes or zoning ordinances 
as to what these statutes might impose on placement of a home addition, site utilization, 
and so forth, as these statutes would influence your project if it is of the room addition 
or basic space expansion type. It is an excellent idea to find out about these restrictions 
before you have spent a lot of time on planning your project. 


Selecting a Reliable Firm. We suggest that you check with the building materials 
dealer in your area who is known as a one-stop remodeling center. In many cases, this 
dealer can handle the complete remodeling job. He is an established local businessman. 
You can ask for a list of customers who he has served with remodeling jobs similar to 
the one that you plan. You will find that many building materials dealers today feature 
this one-stop remodeling service where you can purchase all materials, arrange for labor 
and the financing of the job while you are dealing with one person. Many are also 
equipped with Home Improvement Display Centers to show you all of the latest products 
available for your use. More and more dealers have every day their own crews to handle 
the remodeling work, or they are closely associated with reliable home improvement 
contractors. 


Sort Out What You Can Do. In a great number of home improvement projects, there 
will be work involved which you can do yourself if you wish. Surveys show that the 
average homeowner prefers to do a part of the work himself, as there is a great personal 
pride and personal satisfaction in improving one’s home. However, a warning should be 
noted here that where technical applications of products are involved, you should recog¬ 
nize your own capabilities and not be trapped into biting off more than you can chew. 
You should be sure that you utilize reliable contractor help in all cases requiring tech¬ 
nical know-how. 
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Keeping this in mind, be sure you have a clear definition of the work which you intend 
to do yourself and the work which you wish accomplished by the dealer or contractor. 
Many building materials dealers provide supervision for the homeowner who wishes to 
do part of the project himself. 

Your Estimate. The next step is to gather up all the above information including all 
sketches you have personally made and proceed to your building materials dealer or 
contractor who features one-stop home improvement. (His name may be stamped on the 
cover of this book.) Give him a rough estimate of the amount you wish to spend for your 
project. He may wish to look at your home at this time. He will then let you know if 
the proposed job can be accomplished within the limits of the funds you intend to spend. 
You are now ready to create the finished design for your home improvement job. 


SECTION III —DESIGN DECISIONS 

Drawings. Detailed and exact drawings to scale are needed by craftsmen to do a top 
quality job. These drawings must also be submitted in order to obtain a building permit 
where required. Accurate drawings and good specifications protect you as these two items 
provide real significance in your contractual agreement with the building materials dealer 
or the contractor. One distinct benefit is that these drawings and specifications act as a 
reference point for any questions which come up during the performance of the work. 
If the specifications and drawings are completely clear and all brand names indicated, 
it is a safeguard to be sure that there can be no disagreement. The plans and specifica¬ 
tions also give you a starting basis for any changes which are to be made during the course 
of the home improvement job, as these changes will require an adjustment in the total 
cost of the job. 

Many dealers have a design service available, or they will work with an independent 
designer who can detail your home improvement project. Of course, it is an excellent idea 
to employ an architect on a major scale remodeling job. Some dealers will stipulate a 
flat fee which the customer must pay for design, whether or not the job proceeds. Others 
offer the service on a no-charge basis with the understanding that if the job does not 
go ahead, the customer will pay a minimum fee. 

If the dealer does not have this design service available, a free-lance designer or drafts¬ 
man will be glad to put your rough sketches into readable detailed drawings for a -fee of 
from ten dollars up, depending upon the complexity of your project. 

Building Codes end Permits. Building codes are established by each city and county 
and vary considerably from one community to another. However, as a general rule, a 
building permit is required whenever structural work is involved or when the basic 
living area of a residence is to be changed. For instance, if you have a house with an 
unfinished basement and partition off a segment and complete it as a room, you would 
need a building permit in most localities. This is because you have changed the basic 
amount of living area in the house from storage space to livable space. Building codes 
in each region will determine for you the amount of area that must be in glass. As an 
example, for bedrooms, cross ventilation is usually required, which means two windows. 
For a garage to be changed, the building code will tell you the legality of off-street park¬ 
ing. It would be embarrassing to build a carport and then find you had it too close to 
the sidewalk and, therefore, be required to tear it down. It is well worth taking this pre¬ 
cautionary step as a guide before undertaking any major remodeling. 

Jobs You Should Not Undertake Without Advice. Two types of remodeling projects 
should never be undertaken without professional advice. 1. Electrical work: Building 
codes in urban areas are very strict regarding wiring projects because of the obvious 
danger of fire. Therefore, any changes in connections, or powerlines, will require a li¬ 
censed electrician. 2. Plumbing: Alterations in plumbing will also require city permit 
unless the job is the mere fitting of bathroom fixtures to pipelines already in place. Com¬ 
munities today take stringent measures to protect your health. Projects, particularly those 
concerning septic tanks, will need a building inspector’s approval prior to undertaking 
the placement. 

In rural areas you may be able to undertake the electrical or plumbing work without 
these above mentioned restrictions. However, many times the time element required for 
this familiarization might be better spent by you in less technical endeavors and the 
licensed contractor or plumber would be far cheaper for you!

Remember . changes in your design after the dealer has completed the job estimate 
are costly. You should be sure that you have as many details as possible settled before 
the final estimate is given and the job started. 

Now that your designs are complete, and you or your dealer have procured the neces¬ 
sary building permits, you are ready to select products and finalize the job estimate. 

SECTION IV-PRODUCT SELECTION 

There are a wide variety of quality products to choose from in satisfying your building 
materials needs for remodeling. Your building materials dealer has a showroom which 
features most of these products. We suggest that you do not economize on your product 
choices as the materials for the average remodeling job are a much smaller percent of 
the total price tag than the labor portion. Therefore, in selection of quality brand name 
materials, you are assured that the larger part of your expenditure in labor is justified 
and you are also assured of long life and complete satisfaction with performance in use. 

Here are some helpful facts about the general categories of products required for 
most remodeling or home improvement jobs. 

Floors. Here are the basic types of flooring available. Each has distinct characteristics 
Linoleum flooring - Probably the best known of all resilient floors, comes in sheet and 
tile types. Linoleum offers resistance to greases and is one of the best types for the 
kitchen. 

Vinyl sheet flooring — has an ultra-smooth surface and crisp bright colors. A new type 
made with a special backing, unlike linoleum, can be installed even in basements; it 
is resistant to greases, alkalis, and most household chemicals. 

Asphalt tile- usually lowest in cost of all resilient floors. Asphalt tile is a good value 
for tight budgets. 

Vinyl-asbestos tile-the do-it-yourselfer’s favorite, offers the advantages of many luxury 
type floors at a lower cost. 

Cork tile -is a quiet, comfortable smooth-surface floor. It adds dignity and warmth to 
bedrooms, dens and other rooms; it is not recommended for kitchens or foyers. 

Rubber tile- has exceptional recovery from indentations and springy comfort underfoot. 
Called the aristocrat of fine floors, it has a smooth, plate-like surface with high re¬ 
flectance.

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Linotile- is specially processed for wearability and said to be most durable of all resilient 
floors. It is highly resistant to indentation and scratching. 

Solid vinyl tile - lustrous and stain-free; it is made in bright, bold patterns as well as in 
pleasantly subdued ones. 

Vinyl-cork tile — here the cork is sealed under a smooth vinyl surface so that it may be 
used in kitchens and other heavy traffic areas of the home, as well as in other rooms. 

Wood — GP Flexible Oak Flooring, 9" x 9" x Vs", factory-finished. This is a genuine hard¬ 
wood floor that lays like tile by one-step adhesive method. It is stable, each tile being 
processed to remove stresses that normally cause curling, shrinking and swelling. The 
tile, being factory-finished, needs no additional finishing after or during installation. 
Top coat is an exceptionally durable high quality catalysed resin. Each tile is guar¬ 
anteed by Georgia-Pacific. 

Wood — Strip Oak Flooring is the most common method of flooring a home. It is available 
in random length. The installation of this type of flooring can be accomplished quite 
speedily, but you should remember that several finishing coats are required when a 
strip oak flooring is desired, and it is quite possible that this can slow down your job 
completion time. 

Wall to Wall Carpet — In many remodeling jobs requiring the creation of new space 
either by addition or conversion, a plywood subfloor is an excellent method to handle 
the flooring need. Then, wall to wall carpet can be laid very easily on the plywood 
subfloor and plywood performs as an excellent base for the wall to wall carpet. Wall 
to wall carpeting can be purchased within a wide price range ($4.00 per sq. yard up 
to $16.00 per sq. yard). Total installed prices will vary due to the quality of the pad 
selected for underneath the wall to wall carpeting and will vary with the labor rate 
in your particular area. Sheet flooring goods are usually made six feet wide and tiles 
come in 9" x9" size. Custom arrangements can easily be built into your floor by 
laying out creative patterns of different varieties of tile within the floor. An interest¬ 
ing application of this creativity is the inclusion of gaming boards in the floor, by use 
of special installations of tile or sheet goods. This is not recommended for homeowner 
installation and you should consult with a professional on this type of floor pattern. 

Here are some typical flooring costs: 

Walls — Factory-finished plywood paneling is ideally suited to your remodeling needs in 

wall areas for these reasons: 

1. No messy finishing of panels on the job means lower cost overall. Panels are sup¬ 
plied ready to install. 

2. Installation is easily accomplished by nailing or adhesive. 

3. Maintenance is nil on factory-finished wood paneling. Smudges wipe off easily and 
the G-P “family-proof” finish resists most common chemicals, household detergents, 
crayons, etc. A swish of the cloth keeps the finish new looking for the life of your 
home. 

4. Factory-finished plywood paneling gives your remodeled area warm livability and 
beauty that simply can’t be matched with synthetic materials. 

5. A wide variety of paneling species await your selection. Also, colored putty sticks 
are available for touch up. In addition, matching finishes enable you or your con¬ 
tractor to match cabinets, doors and builtins to your G-P paneling. In many areas, 
factory-finished moldings are available to match the species of factory-finished 


paneling.

SECTION V-YOUR RELATIONS WITH 
BUILDING MATERIALS DEALER AND/OR CONTRACTOR 

When you have completed your materials selection with your building materials dealer 
and your designs have been completed and the necessary building permits obtained, you 
are ready to have your dealer prepare a detailed cost estimate for your remodeling 
project. It should be noted that most building materials dealers who feature one-stop 
remodeling service are prepared to handle the entire job for you. This includes obtaining 
the necessary contractors to perform the work. The dealer will serve you as the one 
point of contact with the many trades who may be involved in the completion of your 
project. Or, he will acquaint you with the proper home improvement contractor who will 
be your one point of contact during the project. When your project is handled by the 
building materials dealer, he handles all relationships with the contractors. Therefore, 
he will make a detailed cost estimate of your project, taking into consideration all of the 
work which must be done. He takes the responsibility of seeing that the contractors are 
reliable and do the work on time. 

When the dealer’s cost estimate is complete and has been agreed upon between you and 
the dealer, the estimate will be incorporated as a part of the job contract. In any transac¬ 
tion involving more than materials, you should have a contract with your building ma¬ 
terials dealer or contractor. The contract should be so worded as to define precisely what 
you are gping to get from the dealer, what property is to be improved, and should include 
the plans and specifications together with the job estimate as a part of the contract. Con¬ 
tracts should include safeguards for you relative to changes and should state how the job 
will be paid for. It should cover the terms of completion and also define the liens and 
liabilities of the contractors who will be working on the job. The best way to avoid mis¬ 
understandings is to have a good contract in force before the work progresses. 

A vague or incomplete contract can lead to serious misunderstandings before the job is 
done. Make sure every phase of the job is completely spelled out and all of the materials 
to be used thoroughly identified by brand name wherever possible. Read every word on 
the contract form and other documents before you sign. Make sure all blanks, especially 
those having to do with price in the financing program are filled in at the time you sign. 
If, as a result of your scrutiny, changes are made in the contract, ask the company rep¬ 
resentative to put his initials in the margin by each change to indicate his approval. 

At the time of signing the contract, it is usually convenient to arrange for the method of 
payment. Section VI in this book deals with the different types of financing available. 
When the contract is written and financing arranged, you and your dealer are then ready 
to consummate the job. 



The Construction Period 


During the construction period, these points should be kept in mind: 

Torn-up Time— You should expect to be inconvenienced a short time while some of the 
work is progressing, especially in the case of electrical, plumbing and heating. However, 
this time is kept to a minimum if you give the job supervisor your complete cooperation. 
Selecting factory-finished materials wherever possible in your job specifications keep this 
“torn-up time” to a minimum. 
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Change Orders — If you change specification of products 
or work requirements after the firm estimate has been sub¬ 
mitted and the contract has been signed, you can expect to 
sign a Change Order form. The contract you initially signed 
states the terms of your relationship with the building ma¬ 
terials dealer. Additions, deletions and changes in the work 
to be performed can be expected on every job as the work 
progresses. For the protection of all concerned, no change 
from original plans and specifications should be made with¬ 
out a written authorization from you, the customer, to the 
building materials dealer, and a stipulation by the dealer to 
you on how this will affect the cost on the overall contract. 
Verbal change orders have probably promoted more losses 
and lawsuits, and difficulties in construction than any other 
cause. You should be sure that the dealer executes a change 
order for each change in the original job specifications cov¬ 
ered under contract which you have already signed. 

Waiting Time Between Trades —If there are several dif¬ 
ferent trades involved in the performance of your remodel¬ 
ing job, it is quite normal for a day or so to elapse between 
retirement of. one trade from the job and the arrival of the 
next trade in the production sequence. Many times work 
must be allowed to “set” before the next trade comes in, as 
in the case of concrete work. It must be remembered that on 
remodeling jobs which are short term jobs, there is some¬ 
times a difficulty on the part of the contractor in supplying 
men to dovetail exactly with the workmen who are leaving 
the job. It is the responsibility of your building materials 
dealer to coordinate these trades, and you can be sure that 
the job will flow along just as fast as possible for he, too, is 
anxious to complete the project at the earliest possible date. 

When the Job is Done 

Satisfaction and Inspection — Your dealer will be eager 
for you to be completely satisfied with the work he has done 
or coordinated for you. He will no doubt wish to make an 
inspection tour of the job with you, as he realizes that cus¬ 
tomer satisfaction can mean important referral business 
for him. Actually, building materials dealers who operate 
Home Improvement Centers find that 40% of their business 
comes from the referral of satisfied customers who tell their 
friends. After he has made this inspection with you, he will 
ask you to sign this simple form. 

Completion Certificete — A Completion Certificate is usu¬ 
ally required by the lender, where a bank or a finance com¬ 
pany is involved. It is a matter of good business practice to 
have a Completion Certificate signed when the job is fin¬ 
ished. The completion certificate is a simple form which 
states that the job has been completed in accordance with 
the home improvement contract, and that the articles and 
materials contracted for have been furnished and installed. 
It also states that all work has been satisfactorily com¬ 
pleted on the premises. The completion certificate is usu¬ 
ally witnessed and it is signed by the customer and the 
building materials dealer or contractor representative. You 
should be sure that the contractor or dealer has performed 
fully before you sign the completion certificate, as once it 
is signed by you, you have no comeback for additional work 
to be performed by the contractor or building materials 
dealer. 

SECTION VI —FINANCING YOUR JOB 

In today’s money market, home improvement financing is 
recognized as a very common type of transaction. Therefore, 
there are a number of methods, both private and public, by 
which you can finance your home improvements. 

If you’re like most families planning a major remodeling 
project, you will probably find it necessary to borrow some 
or most of the money to pay for it. If so, you will find that 
the home improvements can be financed through a greater 
variety of techniques than almost any other kind of pur¬ 
chase. The selection of one method of financing that best 
fits your requirement is one of the most important steps in 


making sure your remodeling project is a sound investment. 

The Federal Government, recognizing that remodeling of 
private homes is of great economic and social significance 
to the nation, has created three lending programs. It is im¬ 
portant to note, incidentally, that in all of these programs, 
the government does not actually lend money. Rather, 
the Federal Housing Administration insures repayment of 
the loan. The money comes from normal lending sources 
. . . banks, savings and loan associations, and finance com¬ 
panies. However, if the borrower fails to pay in full, the 
FHA reimburses the lender for all or the major part, of the 
loss. 

Bankers, contractors and other firms working with these 
government insured loan plans commonly refer to each of 
them by a number representing the section of the housing 
legislation that created that particular program. Thus, you 
will hear of “Title I” loans which are those made according 
to the provision of Title I of the Federal Housing Act of 
1934. Section 203K loans are permitted by Section 203K, 
Title II, of the Housing Act, 1961. 

It is important to you, if you are seeking a loan for re¬ 
modeling purposes, to have a fairly complete idea of the 
terms and titles of the loans available. Only in that way 
can you “talk the language” of your banker and your re¬ 
modeling contractor or dealer. 

Below is a brief resume of the home improvement financ¬ 
ing currently available in most areas of the country: 


Dealer Direct Financing —Some building materials deal¬ 
ers find that they can handle their own remodeling loans 
by using their surplus funds. You can check the building 
materials dealer whom you have selected to see if he offers 
this type of financing. 


FHA Title I — Title I is the “big gun” in the government’s 
efforts to stimulate remodeling, and in terms of the total 
amount of financing extended, it is still by far the most im¬ 
portant program. Title I property improvement loans are 
an installment credit device very much like the loans in¬ 
volved in the purchase of automobiles and other consumer 
goods. However, the FHA insures the loan up to 90%, 
thereby protecting the lender almost totally against poten¬ 
tial loss. The maximum amount of money that can be bor¬ 
rowed under this program is $3500, and the maximum 
time for repayment is seven years. The most common term 
allowed by lenders is generally thirty-six months. Title I 
loans are made by a variety of consumer financing organiza¬ 
tions. Banks, savings and loan associations, finance com¬ 
panies, credit unions, etc., have been designated as ap¬ 
proved lenders by FHA for this program. Your building 
materials dealer can usually handle the processing of this 
loan. The interest involved is 5% simple on the first $2500, 
and 4% simple on the balance of the loan. 


FHA 203 K — This is the newest of the government loan 
programs. It is a dramatic departure from conventional 
lending practices. This program permits you to borrow up 
to $10,000 for remodeling a single family home, with up to 
twenty years to repay. One to four family homes are eligible 
with a maximum of $10,000 per unit. The 203K loan in¬ 
volves the writing of a second mortgage on your house to 
give the lender added security. Therefore, the procedure of 
obtaining one is somewhat more complicated than the case 
of the installment credit types of loans that up to now have 
accounted for almost all of the home improvement financ¬ 
ing. The 203K procedure is more like that of obtaining an 
FHA mortgage for the purchase of a new home. On the 
other hand, the interest rate is quite a lot lower than on 
short term installment loans. The maximum interest rate 
permitted is 6% simple interest per year. Installment loans 
are usually made on the basis of discount interest where 
interest for the entire period of the loan is taken out or dis¬ 
counted at the very beginning. By this method, the 5% dis¬ 
count interest that is common among installment loans 
would actually be more than 9% if it were figured on the 
simple interest basis. 
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Early statements from FHA and lenders, following the 
approval of the 203K program, strongly indicate that this 
new financing tool will be utilized only for major and quite 
basic remodeling projects. The minimum amount allowed is 
$2500 and homes must be at least ten years old to qualify 
in most cases. Where the house is less than ten years old, 
the remodeling project must involve remedy of major struc¬ 
tural defects not immediately detected in the early life of 
the property; or the loan must be for the purpose of correct¬ 
ing such major defects as those caused by fire, flood or wind¬ 
storm. The 203K financing is generally available, but most 
lenders are being quite selective on loans, because of the 
long term involved. It should be noted that under this title, 
plot plans and FHA specifications are required, as well as 
property inspection and appraisal. Also, the length of time 
for loan processing depends on the case load of the FHA. 
The amount of loan applied for cannot exceed the applic¬ 
able percentage of the combined mortgage-value appraisal. 

Your building materials dealer can advise you on the 
latest policies and attitudes of the local lenders in regard 
to the home improvement lending program. Moreover, they 
are usually more than eager to handle the matter of ob¬ 
taining credit for you. 

Banks — Most banks have funds available for home im¬ 
provement lending. The terms may vary from one to five 
years with the minimum amount of $200 to the maximum 
of $5,000. The interest rates vary but would average be¬ 
tween five and eight per cent on an “add-on” basis. (The 
term “add-on” indicates that the interest for the term of 
the loan is added to the principal of the loan at the time 
the loan is made, and payments are equal to this total 
amount divided by the months that the loan is to run.) 

Open-End Mortgsge — One of the most attractive financ¬ 
ing methods is that of the open-end mortgage. If you were 
fortunate enough to have had this feature written into the 
original mortgage on your home, it means that after you 
have paid off a certain amount of the mortgage principal, 
the lender holding the mortgage will advance new money 
for remodeling. Usually you can’t obtain more than you 
have previously paid off. (In other words, the new unpaid 
balance can’t be higher than that of original mortgage 
amount.) But, if you have had a mortgage for a number 
of years, that can be a rather significant sum. The factors 
that make this such an attractive technique are that there 


is little red tape, few processing charges and the interest 
rate is low, since it is the same as your original mortgage. 
However, it is a device that is unavailable to you unless you 
have one of the comparatively few mortgages specifically 
including an open-end clause. By all means check this pos¬ 
sibility with the institution holding your present mortgage. 

New Mortgage —If your home is paid off and you have no 
mortgage against it, then you usually can obtain a mortgage 
on your home to cover the cost of a major remodeling job. 
The money can be obtained from an approved lending insti¬ 
tution in the form of an FHA insured loan or a conventional 
loan. 

Re-Financing It is also possible for you to re-finance 
your present home which has no doubt increased substan¬ 
tially in value since it was built. The new mortgage should 
be large enough to pay off the old loan and also include the 
additional cost of the remodeling project. It is hard to rec¬ 
ommend this possibility, however, because you will be faced 
with as much detail and closing costs as you were on your 
original loan. You may be penalized on your first loan for 
paying it off ahead of schedule and, quite possibly, be 
charged a higher discount rate and higher interest rate for 
the new loan. 

GP-C.l.T. Home Improvement Plan — An extremely easy 
and convenient way to finance your home improvement 
project is with the GP-C.I.T. Home Improvement Finance 
Plan described below. In the state of California, the Bank 
of America is cooperating with Georgia-Pacific on a some¬ 
what similar plan. With the GP-C.I.T. plan, you may bor¬ 
row on a term of from one year minimum to five years max¬ 
imum, with amounts from $200 minimum to $5,000 max¬ 
imum. In special cases, requiring more than $5,000, ar¬ 
rangements can usually be made. There are no loan fees 
involved and interest rates are 7% on an add-on basis 
which compares favorably with other available consumer 
credit. No plans and specifications are required in order to 
get the loan and no property inspection is required. The 
Agreement form is in the form of a note up to $3500 and 
over $3500 requires a mortgage. You can make your home 
improvement with no down payment and life insurance is 
included in the rate of the loan. Your building materials 
dealer can tell you more about this plan and arrange to 
have your home improvement financing needs taken care of.
